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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING  MARCH  14,  ,1944 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at 
9:15  A.  M. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Clapp. 

The  warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

It  was  voted  to  keep  the  polls  open  until  7:00  P.  M. 

Article  I. 

The  town  proceeded  to  elect  its  Town  Officers  by 
Australian  Ballot.  The  polls  were  closed  for  voting  at  7 :00 
P.  M.,  then  the  officers  proceeded  to  count  the  ballots. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8 :45  P.  M. 

Article  II.  ! 

The  Budget  Committee  recommended  that  we  raise 
the  sum  of  $30,098.54  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Motion  carried  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $30,098.54  to  be  used  with  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance in  the  treasury  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Article  III. 

The  Budget  Committee  recommended  that  this  Article 
be  passed  as  read. 

Motion  carried  that  we  raise  the  sum  of  $1,500  for 
tarvia. 

Article  IV.  ,  .  , 

The  Budget  Committee  recommended  that  this  Article 
be  passed  as  read. 

Motion  made  that  we  raise  the  sum  of  $151.24  for 
T,  R.  A.  so  called.    Motion  carried. 
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Article  V. 

The  Budget  Committee  recommended  that  this  Article 
be  passed  as  read. 

Motion  carried  that  the  Town  waive  its  right-of-way 
in  the  land  given  the  Town  by  L.  D.  Peaslee  in  1907,  and 
accept  in  transfer  a  lot  of  land  running  on  the  Northerly 
line  of  the  land  of  the  Kingston  Masonic  Building  Associa- 
tion and  extending  from  the  highway  to  the  pond;  to  be 
maintained  as  a  public  right-of-way. 

Article  VI.  4 

The  Budget  Committee  reported  that  not  knowing: 
enough  of  the  details  about  this  Article  they  would  make 
no  recommendation,  but  suggested  that  if  Newton  would: 
do  their  part  they  would  recommend  that  this  Article  b^ 
passed. 

Motion  carried  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  repairs  on  the  right-of-way  leading  from 
Newton  line  to  the  end  of  Hoyt's  Island,  and  that  Roland 
Cheney  be  authorized  to  use  his  own  judgment  as  to  how 
much  of  that  should  be  spent. 

Article  VII. 

The  Budget  Committee  suggested  that  we  pass  over 
this  article. 

Motion  carried  that  we  pass  over  Article  VII. 

Article  VIII. 

The  Budget  Committe  made  no  recommendation  at 
this  time. 

Motion  passed  that  the  sum  of  $250  be  raised  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amount  already  in  the  budget  for  the  up-keep 
of  all  cemeteries  in  Kingston. 

Article  IX. 

Motion  carried  that  the  U.  S.  Army  have  the  hall  free 
when  they  present  the  badges  to  the  Air  Raid  Observers. 
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Motion  passed  that  we  celebrate  the  250th  anniver- 
sary of  this  town  at  a  time  more  feasible  after  the  war; 
also  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  make  tenta- 
tive plans  for  same. 

Motion  carried  that  the  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $8,000  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Motion  passed  that  the  Selectmen  be  empowered  to 
pay  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
$50  annually,  including  expenses. 

Rep.  Warren  Keay  reported  that  due  to  the  gas  short- 
age the  O.  P.  A.  officials  would  not  sanction  a  bus  line 
through  Kingston,  but  they  still  had  hope  that  before  long 
they  would  be  able  to  have  one. 

Motion  carried  that  the  Town  put  the  Eastman  prop- 
erty up  for  sale  again  and  also  claim  the  $50  deposit  on 
the  original  sale. 

Motion  to  adjourn  at  10 :40  P.  M.

Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 


In  rendering  my  report  for  the  year  1944  I  am  able  to 
report  no  expenditures.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  co- 
operation of  the  Kingston  Fire  Department  and  no  charge 
made  for  their  service  on  the  very  few  small  fires  which  we 
have  experienced  this  past  year.  For  this  spendid  coopera- 
tion I  acknowledge  grateful  appreciation. 

The  Forestry  Fire  Service  calls  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing laws: 

Synopsis  of  Forest  Fire  Service  State  ^^aws 

Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit,  $200,  or 
imprisonment  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Penalty  for  kindling  a  fire  wilfully,  or  in  a  careless  or 
imprudent  manner,  $500,  or  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year. 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon  the  land  of  another 
without  permission  from  the  owner,  agent  or  caretaker 
thereof. 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  or  burn  any  material  in 
or  near  woodlands,  pasture,  brush,  sprout,  waste  or  cut-over 
lands,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  with- 
out the  written  permission  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  the 
presence  of  the  warden  or  person  designated  to  superin- 
tend such  burning. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  causing  or  kindling  a 
fire  without  a  permit,  when  a  permit  is  required,  and  also 
any  person,  by  whose  negligence  or  the  negligence  of  his 
agents  any  fire  shall  be  caused,  is  liable  to  the  town  for  all 
expenses  incurred  in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

The  State  calls  particular  attention  this  year  to  the  in- 
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cinerator  law  which  will  be  more  rigidly  enforced^  and  11-- 
censes  for  locations  must  be  secured. 

Incinerators  conforming  to  law  of  s^kne-may  be  main- 
tained at  locations  passed  by  the  wardef^- 

Said  incinerator  to  have  openings  no  laf^idr-than  (4) 
four  openings  by  (4)  to  the  inch,  with  tight  coveF  or;  cover" 
of  mesh  as  stated. 

Permits  for  operation  of  same  will  be  void  M-  dase-  of-

ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is'  a  home  front  fighi^  that  everyone  can  get  into. 
Last  year  in  this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned 
over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of  which  2,788  acres  were  valu- 
able timber  and  young  growth.  With  available  manpower 
the  lowest  of^  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you  can  help 
to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these  fires  from;  start- 
ing. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules : 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden 
before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  un- 
der certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  con- 
trol your  fire — a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of 

,  negligence  in  case  it  gets  away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly  to 
your  forest  fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres 
lost.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


February  1,  1945 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  my  third  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  your  schools.  The  report  includes  a 
brief  discussion  of  our  objectives,  a  report  of  teachers  em- 
ployed, a  brief  discussion  of  the  pupils'  achievements,  sta- 
tistical datat  achievements  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion, a  music  and  health  report. 

Education  in  America  continues  despite  the  war  which 
has  caused  a  tremendous  shortage  of  teachers  and  the  cur- 
tailment of  school  supplies  and  equipment.  Many  people 
are  sponsoring  extravagant  ideas  as  to  what  the  postwar 
world  and  postwar  education  will  be  like.  Although  there 
will  undoubtedly  be  some  changes  in  organization  of  schoal 
units,  curricula,  and  methods  of  instruction,  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  "Educating  Youth  for  Citizenship"  will  re- 
main the  same.  We  continue  to  hold  as  our  general  objec- 
tives the  well  known  Cardinal  Principles  of  Education, 
namely:  Health,  Command  of  Fundamental  Processes, 
Worthy  Home  Membership,  Vocation,  Citizenship,  Worthy 
Use  of  Leisure  Time  and  Ethical  Character. 

Our  conception  of  Training  for  Citizenship  will  neces- 
sarily be  broadened  in  that  "Youths  and  adults  are  now 
faced  with  the  requirement  that  they  must  be  world  citi- 
zens, their  education  must  include  an  understanding  of  all 
people  everywhere,  and  they  must  become  expert  in  the 
ability  to  get  along  with  others  who  possess  different  phil- 
osophies of  life. — When  the  economy  and  society  change 
direction  or  enlarge  in  scope,  education,  too,  must  change 
and  enlarge  for  otherwise  youth  will  be  trained  in  the  his- 
torical rather  than  modern  ways  of  life. 
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"We  need  an  enlargement  of  the  scope  of  education  for 
youth  to  enable  boys  and  girls  to  meet  the  demands  of  this 
new  dynamic  air  age  in  which  the  whole  world  has  become 
smaller  than  were  the  thirteen  American  colonies  when 
public  education  first  began"$ 

Participation  in  the  War  Effort : 

During  the  three  years  since  Pearl  Harbor,  American 
boys  and  girls  have  saved  more  than  $1,170,000,000 
through  purchase  of  war  stamps  and  bonds.  The  children 
of  Kingston,  through  their  own  efforts  and  those  of  their 
parents  and  teachers  certainly  have  done  their  part. 
Through  the  continuation  of  this  good  work,  children  have 
an  opportunity  to  develop  strong  habits  of  thrift,  civic  re- 
sponsibility and  knowledge  of  war  finance.  They  have  also 
helped  to  further  the  war  effort  by  collection  of  waste  pa- 
per and  milkweed  pods.  The  latter  project,  sponsored  by 
the  government  this  past  fall  has  been  for  the  purpose  of 
accumulating  milkweed  floss  to  replace  "kapok" — a  ma- 
terial used  in  life  belts  and  aviators'  suits  and  which  is  no 
longer  available  because  it  came  from  what  is  now  "enemy 
held  territory." 

Teachers : 

The  employment  and  retention  of  qualified  teachers  is 
one  of  the  major  problems  now  involved  in  the  further 
maintenance  of  our  objectives.  Of  the  nation's  900,000 
teachers,  over  one-third  are  new  to  their  jobs.  In  this  super- 
visory union  of  forty-three  regular  teachers,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  employ  fifty-three  in  the  past  two  years.  The 
chief  reason  for  their  leaving  our  area  has  been  to  secure 
more  remunerative  positions  elsewhere. 

Kingston  is  particularly  fortunate  to  again  have  the 
services  of  the  three  experienced  teachers  of  last  year:  Mrs. 
Isabelle  Magnusson,  principal  and  teacher  of  the  four  up- 
per grades.  Miss  Marion  Flanders,  teacher  of  the  four  up- 
per grades,  and  Mrs.  Marion  Sanborn  as  teacher  of  Grades 
one  and  two. 

t  Air-Age  Education  Committee — American  Associa- 
tion of  School  Administrators  November  1944. 
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For  the  third  and  fourth  grade  room,  Miss  Constance 
Swain  of  East  Concord  and  Keene  Teachers'  College,  was 
selected  to  replace  Miss  Mabel  Kendall  who  resigned  in  the 
spring  of  1944  and  is  now  teaching  in  Londonderry.  Miss 
Swain  is  a  regular  four  year  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers' 
College  and  is  making  an  excellent  start  as  a  beginning 
teacher. 

New  and  modern  textbooks  have  been  purchased  to 
replace  worn  and  outmoded  books  as  finances  would  per- 
mit. The  new  reading  program  is  being  expanded  into  the' 
intermediate  grades  with  hopes  of  continuing  it  into  the  up- 
per grades  during  the  coming  year.  Reading  continues  to 
be  one  of  the  subjects  which  children  have  difficulty  in 
mastering — Lack  of  reading  ability  is  responsible  for  many" 
problems  encountered  in  other  subjects. 

Constant  use  is  made  of  results  of  mental  ability  and 
standardized  achievement  tests.  Pupils  are  working  up  to- 
their  capacity  and  the  general  program  of  their  work  is- 
very  satisfactory.

The  Kingston  Parent-Teacher  Association  deserves 
much  commendation  for  its  efforts  and  accomplishments. 
Aside  from  the  many  intangible  benefits  which  are  derived 
from  this  organization  by  the  children  of  the  community, 
the  Daniel  J.  Bakie  School  has  received  the  following 
items:  10  dozen  dinner  plates,  10  dozen  forks,  3  dozen 
knives,  2  dozen  tablespoons,  6  twelve-foot  tables  and  twelve 
benches  for  "lunch  time"  use  with  oil  cloth  covering  and 
21  folding  chairs.  These  added  facilities  with  the  services, 
of  a  cook  (also  furnished  by  the  P.  T.  A.)  to  prepare  the 
meals,  make  possible  a  daily  hot-dish  lunch  for  from  eighty- 
five  to  ninety  children — all  of  whom  can  now  eat  together  in 
the  school  auditorium.  The  total  expenditures  for  these 
projects  approximates  $300.  Few  organizations  the  size  of 
the  Kingston  Parent-Teacher  Association  are  able  to  make 
such  an  excellent  contribution. 

The  Government  sponsored  milk  program  has  con- 
tinued so  that  practically  every  child  takes  advantage  of  a 
one-half  pint  bottle  of  milk  during  each  school  day. 

As  was  previously  mentioned  in  this  report,  the  Kings- 
ton pupils  have  taken  their  part  in  the  war  effort.  Recent 
projects  included  a  scrap-paper  drive  during  January  1945 
in  which  three  and  one  quarter  tons  of  paper  were  collected 
from  which  an  anticipated  $50  may  be  realized. 
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The  children's  participation  in  the  purchase  of  war 
stamps  and  bonds  has  reached  the  ninety  per  cent  require- 
ment for  a  minute-man  flag  which  is  now  shown  at  the:: 
school. 

Pupils  and  teachers  have  continuously  worked  to  main- 
tain and  improve  the  general  good  appearance  of  their 
school.    Results  of  scrap  iron,  and  waste  paper  drives  and- 
whist  parties  have  netted  around  $350.     A  stage  curtain 
costing  $175  has  already  been  ordered  for  the  auditorium. 

These  activities  would  not  have  been  possible  without 
the  continued  excellent  cooperation  of  parents  and  friends- 
throughout  the  community.

To  stimulate  thought  on  an  important  problem  which 
must  be  solved  in  the  future,  I  wish,  to  quote  from  a  recent 
National  Education  Association  publication  pertaining  to 
Compulsory  Military  Training: 

"Seldom  have  the  American  people  faced  an  issue  in 
national  policy  which  was  freighed  with  greater  possibil- 
ities for  good  or  ill  than  one  which  confronts  them  today. 
That  issue  is  whether  at  the  close  of  this  war  we  should 
inaugurate  a  program  of  compulsory  military  training,  in- 
troduce some  form  of  indirect  training  for  military  duty 
such  as  camping  or  a  year  of  national  service,  or  merely 
continue  in  the  postwar  period,  with  no  essential  change, 
the  usual  program  of  limited  military  training. 
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"The,  issue  is  not  only  crucial  but  important.  Already 
it  has  reached  the  halls,  of  Congress,  and  is  being  discussed 
by  many  government  officials  and  military  leaders — includ- 
ing President  Roosevelt  and  General  Marshall.  It  is  the 
theme  of  magazine  articles,  editorials  and  sermons.  It  is 
becoming  a  frequent  topic  of  general  conversation.  This  is 
as  it  should  be  in  a  democracy.  The  people  should  set  them- 
selves with  steadfast  purpose  to  v^eigh  the  evidence  and  to 
choose  intelligently  the  path  we  are  to  follov\^."$ 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  attached  reports  of  the 
school  nurse,  Mrs.  Constance  Cooper  and  of  the  Music 
Supervisor,  Miss  Marion  Foster  v^ho  replaced  Miss  Jean 
Beaton.  Miss  Beaton  resigned  after  years  of  faithful  service 
in  this  Union  to  accept  a  position  as  Supervisor  of  Music  in 
Jewett  City,  Connecticut.  Miss  Foster  of  Dark  Harbor, 
Maine  is  a  graduate  of  The  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music  and  has  had  several  years  of  successful  experience 
in  Maine  and  Connecticut. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  School  Board,  teachers,  parents,  pupils  and  other 
citizens  for  their  continued  cooperation  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  our  work.

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Report  on  Music  for  Kingston 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Kingston, 
New  Hampshire,  I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
music  department: 

We  are  teaching  music  not  in  order  to  train  musicians, 
but  because  we  hope  that  after  coming  in  contact  with  it, 
people  will  be  happier  and  saner  in  their  individual  lives, 
will  be  better  neighbors  and  citizens  and  will  be  benefitted 
in  certain  psychophysical  ways  now  universally  recognized. 

The  aims  of  the  music  classes  in  the  Bakie  School  are 
ear-training,  rhythm,  correct  posture,  breathing  and  phras- 
ing, tone — to  establish  a  pure,  pleasing  quality  of  tone  and 
singing  of  phrases — to  cure  all  so-called  monotones;  good 
enunciation,  attention  and  concentration,  sight-reading — 
to  coordinate  eye,  mind  and  muscles  used  in  singing  and  the 
ear,  and  thereby  learn  to  read  music  understandingly; 
part-singing  (in  grades  five  to  eight  inclusive,  ability  to 
sing  two,  three  and  four  part  songs)  interpretation  and 
music  appreciation  through  listening  to  the  best  records. 

Folk  dancing  is  taught  in  all  grades.  There  is  a  rhythm 
band  in  grades  one  and  two.  Class  instruction  in  orchestral 
instruments  in  grades  five,  six,  seven  and  eight  would  be  a 
tremendous  asset  to  the  department.
